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Court orders 
father to pay 
tuition

An Alberta judge recently ruled 
that such pressures as working 
and going to school full-time may 
leave students ‘destitute’ and in 
need of financial assistance. 

In a _ precedent-setting case, 
Justice Jack Watson ordered a U 
of A student's father to pay her 
tuition though he is no longer 
obliged under Alberta's Parentage 
and Maintenance Act. The case 
involved a 19-year-old female stu- 
dent, whose name remains confi- 
dential due to the case originating 
while she was a minor. As stipu- 
lated in the Act, the father legally 
fulfilled his financial responsibili- 
ties by providing his daughter with 
child support until she turned 48. 

But it was under another pro- 
vincial law that Watson based his 
ruling: the Maintenance Order Act.

Tenants lose money and housing in scam

An apartment scam has left over 
50 tenants scrambling to find rooms 
all over Edmonton. 

As early as 25 June, a family 
managing three apartment build- 
ings in the University area took 
cash deposits from prospective ten- 
ants, telling them that they would 
be able to have units in the build- 
ings at the end of August. Collecting 
an estimated $25 000, the family 
left town, leaving the would-be 
tenants stranded in a city with 
vacancy rates below one per cent. 
The majority of the victims were 
students. 

“It's tough to avoid, especially in 
this case when people did every- 
thing they could beforehand,” said 
Dean Parthenis, spokesperson for 
the Edmonton Police Service. “They 


checked out the building, spoke to 
the manager—everything. We've 
had small cases around the city 
like this before, but nothing of this 
magnitude.” 

Parthenis said that most victims 
paid $400-500 in deposits on the 
apartments, with some paying an 
extra $500 to cover their first month 
of rent. Victims came from as far 
as Saskatchewan and Hong Kong. 

The buildings’ owner, Joseph 
Alarcon, responded with shock 
and anger to the scam. Alarcon 
said that the three managers had 
worked for him for seven years, 
and had never given any indication 
of trouble before. 

Upset over the situation, Alarcon 
has attempted to help the victims 
find alternate housing in Edmonton. 
"I referred them to people who 
phoned me and said they had 
accommodation. [Some victims] 
phoned me back and thanked me 


for finding accommodation for 
them. I imagine that a good per- 
centage of them were accommo- 
dated then.” 

But for students looking to move 
in on campus, the housing situation 
is bleak. All residences are cur- 
rently full, said Darlene Lipinski 
at Housing and Food Services. 
Lipinski added that “the best time 
to apply [for housing] is as early 
as possible. At this point, there is 
no restriction to how early you can 
apply. If we can enter you in the 
system, we will.” 

However, this case has prompted 
a number of calls to the Students’ 
Union Housing Registry, offering 
extra rooms for rent and temporary 
residences for the students affected. 
Kory Zwack, Vice-President 
(External) said that the students 
also have many other options with 
SU services and other resources.

"I conclude that even talented 
young Albertans cannot readily 
perform two or more full-time 
burdensome and difficult tasks 
simultaneously,” wrote Watson. 
“University or other forms of post- 
secondary education are an eco- 
nomic reality nowadays for young 
people.” 

Under the Maintenance Order 
Act certain responsibilities are 
outlined for relatives in hopes of 
preventing poverty or incapacity 
within families. Among these obli- 
gations include the duty to provide 
for those who are destitute and 
therefore not capable of working. 

“There are a plethora of words 
given as having the same meaning 
as ‘destitute,’ some characterizing 
acute desperation, others not. It 
has also been defined as equivalent 
to ‘needy’ and ‘poor’ and ‘impover- 
ished,’ ” Watson wrote. 

"I cannot see that as involving 
a profound conceptual difference 
from the situation of a child unable 
to withdraw and obtain necessi- 
ties for herself.” According to the 


father, he had offered his daughter 
$400 per month to assist with her 
school expenses, but was turned 
down for not rendering more, and 
then later sued. While the mother 
is not required to provide her 
daughter with any financial assis- 
tance, the father now plans to 
appeal the ruling to the Alberta 
Court of Appeal. 

Ontario lawyer Joel Miler saw 
the ruling as unlikely to encour- 
age students across Canada to take 
their parents to court. The provin- 
cial ruling, said Miler, was based 
on Alberta provincial legislation 
that may not have equivalents in 
other provinces. 

But Miler felt the ruling could 
possibly have other implications in 
the future. “I don’t think a person 
is ‘destitute’ just because he or she 
has chosen to pursue a higher 
education. I expect that different 
people would have different views 
of this and there is no reason to 
assume that any appeal judge would 
agree with or disagree with Justice 
Watson. Obviously, Albertans will 
have to wait and see.”

U of T worried about lack of funds and space

TORONTO (CUP) — Ontario stu- 
dents may soon be crammed into 
larger classes with fewer profes- 
sors, education leaders warn. 

Groups like the Ontario 
Confederation of University Faculty 
Associations (OCUFA) are sound- 
ing alarms over the province's han- 
dling of the coming elimination of 
OAC, or Grade 43, which will be 
phased out by 2003. 

OCUFA's executive director Henry 


Mandelbaum says the provincial , 


government has left universities 
without staff or space to handle 
the enrolment surge that will occur 
when both the last Grade 43 class 
and a university-eligible Grade 12 
class apply to institutions. 

“The government thinks hiring 
faculty is like making instant 


coffee. You make it when you need 
it,” he said. 

The province has made recent 
funding increases to help univer- 
sities accommodate the enrolment 
hike, although recent reports from 
StatsCan and other groups indi- 
cate that education funding from 
the government hasn’t recovered 
from deep cuts made in the previ- 
ous decade. 

Sheldon Levy, a University of 
Toronto vice-president, acknowl- 
edged there is a faculty shortage 
but said universities will have the 
tools to ensure proper staffing. 

“We have the resources to be 
able to hire faculty. The govern- 
ment’s got to be given credit for 
that. The challenge is to hire the 
best faculty,” Levy said. 

But Levy also noted that he’s 
worried that the U of T won't have 
sufficient space or funds to deal 
with the enrolment increase.

“There's SFAIC [Student Financial 
Aid and Information Centre]— 
through that there's access to emer- 
gency student loans and bursaries. 
The Access Fund can also provide 
options, and there’s. the Housing 
Registry [which provides listings of 
available housing], and the Food 
Bank. They can call the Student 
Finance Board, ifthey had an Alberta 
student loan. [Student Finance 
Board] can provide extra money in 
another loan.” 

Though not much else could be 
done in this case, Leona Love 
from the Landlord and Tenant 
Advisory Board said that tenants 
should continue to be cautious to 
protect against potential renting 
problems. 

"Make sure if you hand over 
cash, get a receipt. Have it noted on 
the receipt what the money was for. 
Another thing is to get the name 


of the person you're renting from. 
Get the full name, contact number, 
an address, so that if something 
goes wrong you have someone to 
go back to." 

Love cautioned that “none of 
this is going to prevent somebody 
from being dishonest, but these are 
good tips for 99 per cent of the 
population.” 

Financial compensation for the 
victims is yet to be found as the 
family remains at large with the 
money. 

According to Parthenis, legal 
issues of ownership and liability 
have yet to be resolved, leaving the 
victims unknowing of who to seek 
their compensation from. 

"It's a terrible thing to happen,” 
said Parthenis. 

“Students don't need to worry 
about things like this on top of 
everything else they go through 
during the year.”

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NDP looks for ‘Active Youth’

In an attempt to involve the prov- 
ince's young adults in the political 
process, the Alberta New Democrat 
Party (NDP) has unveiled their 
plans to create “Active Youth.” The 
program will try to reach youth 
across Alberta and collect their 
responses to aid in policy devel- 
opment and encourage political 
participation. 

On Tuesday, New Democrat 
Leader Raj Pannu and Deputy 
Leader Brian Mason launched 
Active Youth, describing the pro- 
gram’s plans for a website, a graf- 
fiti wall to be created by youth in 
Edmonton's Old Strathcona, and a 
massive postcard campaign. The 
two politicians also plan to tour the 
province speaking to students over 
the next few weeks. 

Drawn from perceptions that 
many of today’s young people feel 
politically isolated, Pannu said 
Alberta's young people must be 
given direct opportunities to par- 
ticipate in politics. “Too often we 
tell youth what's good for them, 
instead of taking time to really 
listen to their concerns and per- 
spectives,” he said. 

NDP youth member and U of A 
Student Council representative 
Anand Sharma said that Pannu’s 
passion to address youth frustra- 
tions with the political process 
came to a climax at last spring's 
Summit of the Americas in Quebec 
City. “It was really Raj who said 
that he wanted to approach the 
youth. It happened for him after 
Quebec City, he asked us what we 
could all do. I said that we could 
do something as New Democrat 
youths, but there were others that 
are angry about the same issues. 
We decided to speak to them, get 
them involved, find solutions.” 

Sharma was also involved in a 
youth advisory council that aided 
in brainstorming ideas to get infor- 
mation from young people. “There 
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Raj Pannu, Alberta New Democrat Leader 


was a good blend of young people. 
Many involved made sure the proj- 
ect was not too partisan, to ensure 
it would appeal to a lot of young 
people.” 

The Active Youth program will 
place special emphasis on its web- 
site to provide means to maintain 
feasible contacts with youth all over 
Alberta. Brian Mason explained 
that “the website is a key part of this 
initiative and one of the reasons we 
decided to do it was a recent study 
that showed that young people com- 
municate and get their information 
through the Internet.” 

Mason added that to effectively 
approach and involve youth, the 
party would have to use the media 
that young people were most com- 
fortable with. 

The Liberal MLA for Edmonton 
Center, Laurie Blakeman 
expressed understanding of the 
impetus behind the NDP initiative. 
“Students tend to not attend forums 
[or] town-hall type discussions. In 
order to communicate with them 
I have had to approach them in 
person on an individual basis.” 

But Blakeman believes policies 
carried out by the Alberta govern- 
ment that seem to “isolate students 
the way they do” are intentional 
and go largely unchecked. Policies 
to save money or cut corners, 


she says, are aimed at students 
because, “they don’t vote and every- 
body knows it. There's a reason 
why these policies are in place.” 

Blakeman believes that “if stu- 
dents came to understand the force 
they are,” young people could watch 
their province change. “The gov- 
ernment will court the dominant 
body,” she says. “If they partici- 
pate directly [in politics], students 
will be able to watch their province 
change." 

Throughout the campaign the 


‘NDP party will gather information 


to use in legislative debates over 
youth-related issues in the prov- 
ince. As well, a youth summit to 
address specific concerns will be 
held at the end of the province wide 
tour. Organizers stress, however, 
that the flow of information must 
be consistent and useful. 

“We hope that this communica- 
tion can flow two ways. We want 
to receive [youth] advice on [spe- 
cific issues] and we will also be 
asking specific questions of youth 
to get their ideas in all areas,” said 
Pannu. 

Pannu and Mason will begin 
visiting universities, colleges and 
technical institutes throughout the 
next month. In October both men 
will be visiting with youth groups 
and high-school students.

Campus group works for humanitarian aid

The path taken by many engi- 
neers involves a few years of 
school, a job in the field, and 
a retirement rife with spending 
money. Others turn to philan- 
thropic organizations like new 
campus group Engineers Without 
Borders (EWB) to add a twist to 
their professional careers. 

"There seems to be lots of 
enthusiasm and energy on campus 
when it comes to _ helping 
unfortunate people,” said U of A 
chapter member Brendan O'Neill. 
"Hopefully we can tap that 
resource, and have some fun at the 
same time.” 

The EWB is here to help students 
to help others—promoting what 
students can do to help with devel- 
opment work, and to help some 
co-op students find term positions 
overseas. Their raw statistics show 
that one billion people don't have 
access to safe drinking water; that 
millions of active land mines scat- 
ter the globe; and that only one 
in 100 people living in developing 
nations has access to a telephone. 
Their working philosophy is that 
a better world lies in “appropriate 
technology”: practical devices that 
makes water fit to drink, deactivi- 
ates land mines and allows proper 
communications networks to be 
installed. 

According to the EWB website, 
the organization was founded in 
4999 by two University of Waterloo 
grads. Based on a concept similar 


to Doctors Without Borders, engi- 
neers George Roter and Parker 
Mitchell believed that there was 
“untapped interest” among engi- 
neering students that could be put 
to humanitarian use.

A current initiative between the 
EWB and University of Calgary, 
professor Dr Dave Irvine-Halliday, 
is “a safe, simple, healthy, reliable 
and affordable form of home light- 
ing” so that children in Nepal who 
work during the day can study 
at night. Dr Irvine-Halliday devel- 
oped pedal generators that kids 
can pedal for a few minutes to 
produce electricity, which in turn 
powers long lasting LED lights. 

Although the U of A chapter is 
still in its infancy, it has a clear 
vision. “We're here to promote the 
role of appropriate technology in 
international development by pro- 
viding a platform for both discus- 
sion and action, to make people 
think outside their bubble and to 
see their role in the world,” says 
member Chantelle Leidl. 


BC cuts youth job program

VANCOUVER (CUP) — A gov- 
ernment service that provides 
educational and employment 
opportunities to BC youth will be 
cut by the province's new Liberal 
government. 

The Public Sector Youth 
Employment (PSYE) program pro- 
vides funding to create jobs in 
public-sector organizations like 
hospitals, school boards and post- 
secondary institutions. The prov- 
ince said in late August that it 
believes the funding the program 
receives could be better spent else- 
where. 

Last year,.56 jobs at the 
University of British Columbia were 
created though the employment 
program. This year, the university 
applied for funding towards the 
creation of 76 jobs. UBC will now 
have to find alternative sources to 
generate the funds. 

Julie Stitt, the director of the 
university's Career Services office, 
says the UBC is scrambling to 
ensure it can still create valuable 
jobs for student workers. 

Stitt says the timing of the 
announcement is unfortunate 
because most of the deadlines 
for applications to other funding 
sources have already passed. 

Under the PSYE program, employ- 
ers could receive up to $5000 from 
the province to employ students for 
projects up to 30 weeks long. 

“The government has been talk- 
ing a lot about creating oppor- 
tunities for youth and improving 
accessibility of education, but here 


we see that this program cut is 
going to remove the opportunity 
for people to go to school,” said 
Summer McFadyen, B.C. chairper- 
son of the Canadian Federation of 
Students (CFS). 

McFadyen says she’s also con- 
cerned about the effects the elimi- 
nation of the program may have on 
international students. Under the 
terms of their student visas, inter- 
national students are only permit- 
ted to find jobs on campus. 

Debating the issue in the leg- 
islature, Finance Minister Gary 
Collins said the elimination of the 
PSYE program should not be con- 
sidered a loss of student employ- 
ment opportunities, as institutions 
should not have hired any students 
yet. 

"[The funding] is for 2002. That 
funding had not been issued and 
so there should be nobody who has 
been hired who will subsequently 
have to be unhired,” he said. 

Collins added the elimination 
of the program should not be 
viewed as a lack of commitment to 
advanced education by the Liberal 
government, but rather as a step 
towards ensuring job security for 
graduating students. 

“We are trying to get our econ- 
omy going again so that young 
people will have real jobs, not just 
when they’re going to school ... but 
also after they graduate so they‘re 
able to work and stay in British 
Columbia,” Collins said. 

But Erfan Kazemi, president of 
UBC's student association, says he 
is skeptical about the funding cut. 
“One of the concerns [ have is that 
cuts are going to come at the cost 
of post-secondary education.”

Don’t go through university on auto-pilot 


As the dust settles on another 
summer and thousands of fresh 
faces appear on campus, the 
sprawling unit that is this univer- 
sity is doing it's best to absorb all 
these newcomers. You'll notice old 
guys in golf carts giving out free 
ice cream, bus tours (as in you 
taking a tour of a bus) and plenty 
of other activities to orient the 
rookie scholar such as—fittingly 
enough—Orientation. ~ 

I attended my first Orientation 
activity ever last Tuesday night 
when I witnessed the President 
Rod Fraser’s address to new stu- 
dents. 

In between repeating the same 
quotes and metaphors he uses 
every year, he also pointed out that 
he was proud of the fact that over 
50 per cent of U of A graduates go 
on to work in non-English speaking 
countries. However, he left out the 
part about many of them doing so 
because they can’t get a job here, 
are leaving to dodge their student 
loans, or are only able to make 
a reasonable amount of money by 
taking a job teaching English over- 
seas. 

The point is, that for all the flag- 
waving talk of the “fiercely proud, 
tightly-knit, University of Alberta 
worldwide family,” reality for the 
average student is not such a gilded 
path to success. 

Tuition is obscene and has risen 
far faster than the rate of inflation, 
our student leaders enter into 
secretive exclusivity deals (the 
Coca-Cola monopoly), and student 
money is misappropriated (putting 
Student Access Fund money into 


the Building Fund). Last year, the 
Students’ Union almost approved a 
motion to accept a large grant from 
a tobacco company. 

You may support many of these 
decisions, and maybe some of them 
are a good idea, seeing as the 
University is always in a cash 
crunch. My beef is that a lot of 
things go on around here that are 
not in the best interests of stu- 
dents, suggesting that the voices 
of dissent are either not being 
heard or are simply being ignored. 
Or maybe, too many believe that 
everything is A-OK because they're 
constantly told how intensely 
peachy-keen things are at the good 
ol' U of A. 

This is where the Gatewaycomes 
in. Our job is to let you know what 
goes down and to give you a forum 
to be heard in. Often this lands 
us in trouble with our owners (the 
Students’ Union) but this is good. 
No governing body should be with- 
out its critics. 

This is also where you come in. 
The Gateway is the University of 
Alberta's students’ paper and we 
are a fiercely proud community 
that keeps growing bigger. We need 
a lot of help to be the best that we 
can.

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Hiring based on looks has to stop.

A labour board can easily inves- 
tigate discrimination based on race 
or lack of pay, but can do very little 
if an establishment hires based 
upon a certain kind of look. 

Ever notice that restaurants— 
like Joey Tomato’s and Earl's, 
hire a certain looking person, 
rather than a certain type of 
server? These servers are typi- 
cally females between the ages of 
48 and 26, and are largely con- 
sidered to be “beautiful people.” 
Walking into restaurants such as 
these, it is increasingly difficult to 
admit that something more than 
just an exchange of food for money 
is taking place. Was your hostess 
tall and wearing a backless shirt 
and a tight skirt on when she beck- 
ons you to follow her to a table? 
I bet food wasn’t the only thing 
on your mind, if you're an average 
guy, or a lecher. 

It's not surprising that the vast 
majority of people working in the 
service industry are women— 
according to Statistics Canada’s 
4996 Alberta Census, there were 
230 640 women working in the serv- 
ice sector, as compared to 160 565 
men. But what is surprising is the 
degree to which restaurants hire 
their staff based on sex appeal, 
rather than proficiency. 

Many restaurants practice this 
discriminatory hiring to increase 
business; some men and women 
go to these types of restaurants 
not just for the food, but the scen- 
ery as well. There are currently no 


laws against discriminating based 
on someone's physical appearance, 
and even if there was, claims would 
be difficult to prove. Therefore, 
those who have been unfairly dis- 
qualified are reluctant to pursue 
them. 

When Amy, a manager at an 
Earl's in Edmonton was questioned 
as to the reason that every girl at 
her restaurant looks like a fashion 
model, she responded, “I was una- 
ware of such things. The people we 
hire here are the only ones that 
apply.” Maybe she’s right; maybe 
she is only hiring from a small pool 
of applicants, all of whom just so 
happen to be good looking. It’s pos- 
sible, albeit a little suspicious. 

The problem is, however, that no 
one is really complaining. The cus- 
tomers remain largely indifferent, 
and those applicants who don't get 
jobs naturally assume it was due to 
their qualifications. Because of this 
inaction, the service industry has 
been able to continue practicing 
this obvious, yet supposedly non- 
existent discriminatory tactic. 

To people—and women in par- 
ticular—in the industry, it is all too 
real that they are hired for their 
looks, and due to the nature of the 
industry, are forced to put up with 
their own objectification in order 
to make money. Kara, a waitress at 
White Spot, states, “when [the cus- 
tomers] make sexual comments, I 
have to laugh it off and pretend to 
enjoy it. Then, when they leave I 
tell them to fuck off behind their 
back.” 

On the subject of hiring for sex 
appeal, a hostess at Campus Earl's 


added, "I think everybody deserves 
an equal chance to be hired at 
Earl's, despite how they look—but 
don't print my name: | might get in 
trouble.” 

A manager at the Campus Earl's 
responded to the allegation that 
their restaurants hire primarily 
on looks by saying “we usually 
hire a hostess because she has a 
wild personality,” but later admit- 
ted, “good looks form a good first 
impression—our customers aren't 
here for a long time.” 

Do good looks just form a good 
impression? Yes, but as trendy res- 
taurants seek to form positive first 
impressions, they turn the service 
staff into little more than objects to 
be gawked at. 

In this sense, a hostess or server 
is forced to perform what is essen- 
tially a sort of prostitution, in that 
they must rely on their outward 
appearance to make money. 

Tolerance to this obvious and 
growing problem indicates that 
there are dissenters in the industry 
who have not yet found the courage 
to stand up for their beliefs. The 
best way to fight restaurant prosti- 
tution is to expose the pimps. Alert 
the press if you feel you couldn't get 
a job despite your qualifications, 
and those managers who are con- 
cerned with profit will, hopefully, 
lose enough business to rethink 
their strategy. 

Another course of action is to 
simply not support these establish- 
ments in the first place. Equality 
between the sexes cannot exist if 
people are allowed to be treated as 
sex objects in any industry.

Edmonton saw its greatest sports 
year in 1987. This was the last 
time that both the Oilers and the 
Eskimos won championships con- 
currently. It was also the last time 
the University of Alberta Golden 
Bears football team won its season 
opener. Until last Friday, that is. 

Preceding the Labour Day clas- 
sic, the Bears led the siege on 
McMahon stadium Friday night, 
facing the University of Calgary 
Dinos. 

The Bears gameplan featured 
a strong running attack, led by 
Nathan Connor and his 154-yards 
rushing. The Dinos countered with 
an air assault, but the battle was 
ultimately won by the Bears on the 
line by a count of 39-29. 

The Bears’ new head coach, Jerry 
Friesen, was pleased to face his 
former team in this year’s opener. 

“The anticipation of that whole 
game couldn't have been scripted 
any better,” beamed Friesen. "First 
going back home... knowing all the 
coaching staff and players, [win- 
ning] was very satisfying.” 

Getting the monkey off of the 
team’s back with an opening win, 


was daunting. 

Downplaying pressure, Friesen 
knew what his team needed to do. 

"It is real critical that a team in 
Canada West starts with a win,” 
stated Friesen. “With only eight 
games in a season you cannot drop 
one and try to play catch up.” 

Playing catch up was how the 
Bears started the game. Stumbling 
out of the blocks, they spotted the 
Dinos a seven-point lead, giving 
up an unexpected 98-yard touch- 
down pass to Jamie Ellison from 
veteran Dinos quarterback Lincoln 
Blumell. 

Soon after the Bears regained 
their composure and recovered on 
the scoreboard. A drive capped off 
by a 45-yard Blair Zahara pass to 
wide receiver Mark Wojcichowsky 
put the Bears on the scoreboard. 
They then took a one point lead 
when a hard snap was fumbled 
on the point-after attempt. It was 
quickly recovered by back-up QB 
Jeff Schellenberg who tossed it to 
Rob Rawcliffe for the two point 
convert. The race was then on. 

Before heading to the locker room 
for half-time, the Dinos tied the 
game at 22 on a 42-yard intercep- 
tion for a touchdown. ; 

This did not deflate the bears, 
and they proved it, regaining the 
lead with authority in the third- 
quarter, scoring two touchdowns, 
and sealing the Dinos fate. A 
33-yard Connor run and a 49-yard 
Rawcliffe TD reception were all 
that were needed to pull off the 
win. 

The Bears saw strong defensive 
efforts from Ryan Cammidge and 
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Bears QB Blair Zahara will be in a gun fight this weekend against Regina 
searching for the even-more elusive 2-0 start. 


Mitch Sutherland, who ended the 
game with a combined 45 tackles. 

Rawcliffe added a late field goal 
for insurance after several 
stand-up sequences by the Bears 
Defence. 

The game had its costs, though. 
Injuries fell to veteran players 
on both sides of the ball. Bears 
WR Mark Wojcichowsky suffered a 
broken collarbone and is expected 
back near the end of the season. 
Also Dinos QB Blumell left the 
game with an injured throwing 
hand. Blumell’s injury came when 
he attempted to tackle Golden Bear 
Dustin Edwards who was return- 
ing an interception. His hand was 
sandwiched between the players’ 
facemasks. Calgary back-up QB 
Brent Hargreaves put up impres- 


sive numbers in relief, but the loss 
of Blummel is a large blow to the 
Dinos hopes this season, adding 
an unknown element to the rest of 
the Canada West season. 

The Bears moved into eigth place 
in the Canadian Inter-university 
Sports (formerly CIAU) rankings 
with the win, thus knocking 
Calgary out of the top ten. 

Next on the Bears agenda are 
the Regina University Rams. The 
home opening game is the grand 
opening of Foote Field. Festivities 
are planned for 1:00pm with kick- 
off at 3:00pm with free admission 
for U of A students. 

The game will be broadcast on 
FM 88—CJSR starting at 2:45pm.

Athletics’ boss Reade moves to new campus post 


Acting director to be named within two weeks to replace program’s popular helmsman

Citing the strength of his work 
and the need for new challenges, 
Alberta Director of Athletics Ian 
Reade, has left the post he filled 
seven years ago for a newly cre- 
ated position within University 
Administration. 

As of Thursday, 6 September 
Reade will be the University's 
Director of Integrated Marketing, a 
position created to coordinate the 
University’s recruitment campaign 
and public image. 

"This is a very interesting chal- 
lenge and Athletics is in great 
shape,” said Reade. “I’m not wor- 
ried about leaving the program in 
the shape it’s in.” 

“[The new position] is a step 
up in terms that is a much more 
‘global’ function and it’s time for a 
new challenge for me. The univer- 
sity is a really interesting place, 
with amazing people from end to 
end of the campus. I'd like to have 
a little more exposure.” 

One of this campuses most- 
respected and successful athletic 
directors, Reade inherited a pro- 
gram wrought with problems, from 
budget cuts to failing student and 


alumni support. 

Alberta is now among the elite 
athletic programs in country. 

"Athletics is in tremendously 
good shape,” said Reade. “Because 
the number one marketing element 
in athletics is winning.” 

“People are interested in pro- 
grams that win; everybody [at 
Alberta] has been winning and every 
team will win this year because 
we have a fantastic and experi- 
enced group of coaches, an excellent 
scholarship program, solid revenue 
generating activity, corporate spon- 
sorship support, and a strong and 
still emerging alumni.” 

Reade’s tenure saw 17 National 
Championships for Bears and 
Pandas teams, but Reade was quick 
to discount the victories in favour 
of his work in scholarships, citing 
that nearly one-quarter of Alberta's 
student athletes were named as 
Academic All-Canadians (honours 
status) while competing with their 
teams. 

"[Winning banners] is the most 
pleasant from the student-athlete 
perspective, but not for me.” 

Reade’s most vivid memory of 
his total of 12 years with the pro- 
gram, is not his most pleasant. 

“My strongest memory, would 
be1993 Golden Bear Football, when 
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Tan Reade bids farewell to the athletic program after twelve years to take 
over the newly create post as U of A Director of Integrated Marketing. 


we had to cut the program—for the 
second time—at then bring it back. 
That was tough.” 

In that year, in the face of lag- 
ging attendance and weak alumni 
funding, the University Board of 
Governors voted to cancel the foot- 
ball program in order to save its 
$65 000 share of the team budget. 

For almost three months Golden 
Bears football ceased to exist. 
The Board eventually reversed its 


decision thanks to yeoman efforts 
by Reade and, then coach, Tom 
Wilkinson, who convinced local 
business persons to cover any 
shortfall in alumni funding. 

Reade’s most pleasant memory 
is also the most recent. The pre- 
vious weekend, the Bears football 
team, which Reade struggled keep 
alive eight years ago, won their 
season opener for the first time in 
45 years.

The University is about to create 
its first cheer team since the previ- 
ous squad was disbanded in 1994.

"It's always hockey season for 
us,” said head coach Rob Daum at 
the end of the second day of train- 
ing camp. “It's just that we're not 
always on the ice.” 

“We've had a fair turnover in the 
off-season, so we've been recruit- 
ing to deal with that.” 

The Bears are losing three 
All-Canadians to graduation: two- 
time league MVP Russ Hewson, 
high-scoring defencemen Mike 
Garrow and stalwart blueliner 
Ryan Marsh.

A Personal Insight | After conquering his dream to climb 
Everest, Deryl Kelly found that he had re-written history

At the age of 25, vora student Deryi 


Kelly became the youngest Canadian to successfully climb 
Mount Everest, the highest mountain in the world. 

"When I was younger,” Dery] recalls, “I got into the habit 
of writing down which mountains we would manage to 
summit, or even attempt. One time I wrote down Mount 
Everest, never really expecting to try climbing it.” And so 
was planted the seed of an idea that culminated almost 
twenty years later in a trip to Nepal. 

Deryl's family lived in the shadows of the Rocky 
Mountains while living in Calgary, Alberta. He began 
climbing at age six with his father and has never looked 
down. Experience was built through practice and classes. 
He stayed in Alberta until deciding to attend a private high 
school in Saskatchewan—a province not known for it’s 
towering peaks. 

“Lused to beg any teacher I knew who was going into 
the city for a ride,” remembers Deryl. "I'd do anything to 
get to the climbing gym. When I couldn't climb, I would try 
to scale brick buildings. Essentially, I climbed instead of 
going to school.” 

Thankfully it didn't damage his academic career, as 
he’s currently an Economics student at the University 
of Alberta. His foremost passion for climbing is evident, 
however, in the way he discusses the sport. 

"| figured if you plan for the worst case scenario and 
then something only half as bad happens, at least you are 
all the way prepared,” he states. With that philosophy, he 
began preparation to climb Mount Everest: one of the most 
dangerous climbs in the world. 

In 1999, Deryl, his father Leo, and his longtime family 
friend Dave Rodney, decided to make the Everest dream 
a reality. What made them unique was that in summiting 
Everest, not only would Dery] be the youngest Canadian to 
do so, but Dave had hopes to be the first Canadian to do so 
twice, and Leo hoped to be the oldest Canadian at age 50. 

This wasn't the first time the father and son had 
attempted a mountain peak together. Earlier that year, 

Leo and Deryl had been the first father-son team 

to successfully summit Mount McKinley. With that 
experience, the three men eventually joined a team from 
Seattle in their bid to summit Everest. Their group grew to 
eight climbers, including the local mountain guides. 

Surprisingly, they only had to send a biography and a 
resumé—with no proof of climbing experience in order to 
climb Mount Everest. 

“That's the scary part,” says Deryl. “Anyone can climb 
Everest, as long as you have the money.” 

The estimated cost of the journey was almost $500 000, 
which didn’t come entirely from the team’s personal funds 
as generous sponsors raised the funds necessary to make 
the dream possible. 

The main goal of the trip was not only to climb Everest, 
but to gain a platform to promote awareness for the 
Canadian Diabetes Association—a disease Deryl's brother 
has. They also planned to promote Light Up Nepal, an 
organization that supports the families of the sherpas who 
risk their lives while guiding teams up Everest. 

So on 25 March, 2004, the three men arrived in 
Kathmandu and met with their Seattle teammates. A few 
days later the team met their Sherpas in Lukla, a city near 
Everest, and went through the ceremonies needed to gain 
access to the great mountain. 

Most sherpas won't set foot upon the trail to Everest 
without performing a Puja, which is a spiritual 
appeasement ceremony. The ceremony makes offerings 
and prayers to the mountain gods. “There is a need to 
tell the mountain that we're not there to conquer her, but 
simply to visit and learn what we can from her. No one 
wants to anger Everest.” From there, the trek to Base Camp 
is a leisurely 60 kilometre hike when compared to what 
lies ahead. 

Base Camp is a mix of people, climbers and tourists 
alike. Some trek into base camp to stay and visit with 
world class climbers and sherpas, while some come to 
visit family. “It was eye-opening,” says Deryl. “One day

we were told that some Canadians 
wanted to see us, and these two 
ladies from Calgary came to meet 
us telling us they had heard about 
our climb and had specifically 
trekked into Base Camp to meet 
us. It’s a real morale booster.” 

There is a lot of technology 
available at the Base Camp, such 
as computers and satellite phones. 
The three were able to check 
e-mail, update their website, and 
talk to family back home—all from 
the comfort of their tents. There 
was even pizza. "Although not 
the greatest pizza in the world,” 
grimaces Deryl. 

The first few weeks of the 
team’s trip to Everest were spent 
acclimatizing. The team would 
ascend and descend between the 
four camps on Everest, while 
attempting to get used to the 
altitude. Camp One lies on the 
far side of the Khumbu Ice Falls, 
an especially dangerous area on 
the climb, as one must cross 
constantly shifting ice and a 
crevasse by walking—or 
crawling—across a ladder. "It's 
funny to see someone so ill- 
prepared for the crossing. You see 
them clinging to the ladder, on 
all fours. It's sobering how many 
people go up Everest unable to 
handle it.” 

The team started to suffer 
after the first test runs between 
Camp One and Base Camp. 
Unfortunately, after a few more 
trips between Camp One and Two, 
Leo was hit hard by an illness 
and decided he would stay at Base 
Camp. "It doesn’t really matter if 
none or all of us get up there,” 

Leo had stated while on Everest. 
“We're there together, we have the 
opportunity to participate, we'll 
give it our best shot and continue 
on with our lives.” 

There were other difficult 
moments during the climb. A 
horrible accident involving one of 
the world's best sherpas, Babu 
Chirri, who had climbed Everest 
ten times, was walking outside 
his tent and fell into a crevasse 
at Camp Two. Climbing on the 
mountain was instantly halted as 
his body was recovered and they 
mourned the loss of such an 
advanced climber. 

Then on 23 May at around 
10:00pm, Deryl was awoken by his 
fellow sherpas that declared that 
the summit was in reach. "It’s 
very cold and dark as you start 
out. We leave at night so we do 
not have to descend in the dark." 
Everyone wears headlamps, and 
carries snacks on them. There is 
little talking, just the sound of 
oxygen being consumed through 
the tanks. 

“Above Camp Four you pretty 
much need to use oxygen. I would 
have liked not using it because it’s 
a more authentic experience. But 
oxygen makes it easier.” 

Dave also experienced 
difficulties: frostbite in his toes. 
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Deryl explains: “everyone is weaker up there. I think that's 


where my youth really came in handy. I was a little more 
gung-ho, even though I may not have had the same amount 
of experience as the others. 

“It’s not a place for children,” he states referring to 
teenagers such as Temba Tsheri who climbed Everest 
when only 46. “Even at times I thought I was a little too 
young to handle it all.” 

As the team advanced, it became apparent that Deryl 
was going to reach the summit. But in a place where ego, 
more than anything, kills, Deryl kept his head about him. 
There were bodies lying along the climb, left there, for it's 
too difficult to bring them back down. 

Dery] feels he was made to climb and was never 
frightened; he actually went ahead of his group at one 
point, and summited with a sherpa. He was at the summit 
for 60 minutes and said that it felt like a comforting place 
for him. 

"I sat up there, in the quiet, looking at Nepal. You can 
see thunderstorms below, and the curve of the earth on 
the horizon,” he says with fondness. "That's why I like 
climbing. It’s the experience of seeing new things. It’s so 
spooky and yet so awe-inspiring. There was this feeling 
of it being anti-climactic, but I remembered it’s all in the 
journey, not the destination.” 


Deryl Kelly currently teaches alpine and climbing classes 
to youth camps through the University of Alberta. He also 
works at the Campus Outdoor Center and hopes to climb

Despite popular conceptions of 
the soloist as loan warrior, in real- 
ity, any album is the result of the 
collaboration of an army of tal- 
ented artists. In his latest release, 
Morning Orbit, rocker David Usher 
emphasizes the cooperative nature 
of creation by including some of 
the biggest names in Canadian 
pop rather than acting as the big 
name in front of an invisible studio 
band. 

“Even though you are making 
solo records and you get to decide 
which way you're going with songs, 
you're bringing in people that you 
think will bring parts of them- 
selves to the instruments that they 
are playing,” explained Usher. “You 
get to work off of your influences 
and decide where you really want 
to end up. You get to be a little dic- 
tator.” 

Usher says that the album and 
upcoming tour have allowed him 
to expand his personal musical 
experiences and work with artists 
whose work he has admired. 

"I have spent a lot of time on 
the road with a lot of different 
talent. You can’t help meeting these 
people and end up wanting to get 
together.” 


Many artists featured on the 
album will take part in the tour, 
including Moist alumni and vari- 
ous friends of Usher's from across 
Canada. "Kevin [Young] and Jeff 
[Pearce] from Moist are coming 
out, our drummer is a friend from 
Ottawa and lead guitarist Jerry 
Finn is a friend from Toronto,” he 
said. 

Usher was evasive about what 
lies ahead for Moist, however. “I 
don't know what is in the future 
for [Moist]. We still stay in touch 
and are all close friends. Jeff and 
I have been working in production 
in a few projects.” 

Additionally, Bassist Gord 
Sinclair of the Tragically Hip is a 
guest player on the album. Having 
him participate was “natural,” said 
Usher. 

"I spent a lot of time growing up 
in Kingston, and Gord and I went 
to the same high school. Our par- 
ents live on the same street so 
we were neighbours all through 
high-school. [Sinclair] lived next 
door and Rob Baker [also of the 
Tragically Hip] lived across the 
street.” 

Usher's collaborations also 
allowed for musical experimenta- 
tion that he could not have enjoyed 
within a regular band. His song, 
"Joy In Small Places” is a duet with 
Canadian rapper Snow. The song 
represents the pairing of two seem- 
ingly disparate types of music. 

"People thought it was quite 
bizarre when they heard about [our 
collaboration]," laughed Usher. “I 
just saw him play at a friend's 
birthday; we were all hanging out 
and playing.” 


After hearing Snow jamming 
with musicians from the Mike 
Bullard Show, singer Esthero and 
be-bop artist Bishop, Usher knew 
he wanted the rapper involved in 
his next project. 

"He just has an amazing voice. 
Solo work allows you to take things 
that are outside of your genre, and 
I love to experiment.” 

One of these experiments is 
a cover of folk artist Tracy 
Chapman's “Fast Car.” Usher 
explained that it would be inter- 
esting to hear it from a male view- 
point. “Often the covers I do are 
[originally] by a woman, because 
the change in gender often changes 
the ideas.” The result is actually 
not as different from the original 
as one would expect. 

"I don't think I go into things 
with plans. You follow the path that 
works and you end up where you 
end up,” the artist points out in his 
own defence. 

Acknowledging borrowing from 
other artists such as the Beatles 
in "Day in the Life” in the song's 
initial melodic line, Usher said the 
album was chiefly about experi- 
menting. 

As he prepares for his current 
40-stop Canadian tour and then 
for upcoming shows in Asia and 
Europe, Usher is pleased with 
where two years of planning and 
experimentation have brought 
him. 

"[The tour] is way more of a rock 
show than I thought, but we are 
really having a great time. We have 
re-worked some of the arrange- 
ments for live shows and are really 
excited to play.”

Mosquitoes, possibly the most 
abhorred creatures with wings, 
rarely go well with anything. This 
was particularly true this week- 
end when the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra played a series of con- 
certs at their annual Enbridge 
Symphony Under the Sky. 
Attendees battled not only swarms 
of those blood sucking parasites 
but tempestuous weather as well. 

However, these minor annoy- 
ances are all part of the spontane- 
ous, laid-back nature of the Labour 
Day weekend festival. 

With the tribulations braved 
admirably by a lineup of young 
soloists with a carefully selected 
repertoire, the long weekend went 


off with a bang. 

Despite the cheesy titles for 
the specifically themed evenings, 
Haydn in the Bushes was sur- 
prisingly refined. The selections of 
Haydn and other similar-sounding 
pieces managed to shoo away any 
thoughts of mundane repetition. 

Starting off with Johann Michael 
Haydn's “Pastorello,” the ESO 
transported listeners to an early 
eighteenth century afternoon tea 
party. This was followed by Franz 
Joseph Haydn's “Cello Concerto 
No 4," introducing young soloist 
Yves Dharamraj, a resident of 
Florida and a junior at Yale 
University. Extremely precise and 
complete with small focused move- 
ments, Dharamraj proved to be 
a great change from over-zealous 
soloists. He concentrated on play- 
ing with amazing agility, especially 
near the end of the third move- 
ment. 

Haydn in the Bushes also had 
a comical side during the per- 
formance of the “Toy Symphony” 
where multiple non-musical 
Edmontoni press and political fig- 
ures threw their not-so-talented 
hats in the ring for fun. Most memo- 
rable was Edmonton Journal writer 
Todd Babiuk, playing an always 
one-beat-late cuckoo (think of a 


cuckoo clock). Rarely does classi- 
cal music feature peals of laugh- 
ter from its audience. It was very 
refreshing.

Saturday was not quite as wel- 
coming in terms of weather, but 
despite the threat of rain, the main- 
stage concert Paris Between the 
Wars still took place. Naida Cole 
soloed in Ravel's Piano Concerto 
in G major, and proved undisput- 
edly that young talent definitely 
has its perks. Regardless of the 
ESO's reason for featuring younger 
soloists, the outcome must have 
pleased even the sceptics. Ravel 
suited Cole almost as fabulously 
as her mermaid-like dress. 

Cole was sensitive, responsive 
and elegant with her delivery of the 


impressionist work. Unfortunately, 
a monster storm prevented the 
performance of Stravinsky's “The 
Firebird: Suite” as the Wuthering 
Heights weather had musicians 
scrambling for their instrument 
cases. 

At the final Labour Day concert, 
Fighting for Freedom, the audience 
had the pleasure of hearing solo- 
ist George Gao play the Chinese 
erhu. He started with the gypsy 
style of a Sarasate piece, then fol- 
lowed with a song from mainland 
China by Chen Yao Zing which was 
suitably titled, “Galloping Horses” 
(translated). 

Gao is a virtuoso who can have 
a lot of fun making his instrument 
sound like horses. The entire 


orchestra followed suit and as

unrefined as it sounds, this perfor- 
mance was most definitely a high- 
light, even over the renowned "4812 
Overture.” 

So, the ESO can chalk up another 
successful Symphony Under the 
Sky. Despite wet grass and soggy 
seats, patrons were brave and 
David Hoyt did an exceptionally 
great job taking the pretentious 
edge off of the classical experience 
with his discourse before each 
piece.

Cougars traversing rocks and 
40-foot, fire-breathing dragons sus- 
pended from the roof are nothing 
out at the ordinary for the current 
exhibit at the Muttart Conservatory. 
Art ExPo, in partnership with The 
Works 2004, is featuring the work 
of Memi von Gaza in A Midsummer 
Fantasy. 

The Display pyramid in which 
her works are set up has been 
transformed into a playland of fan- 
tastical characters. A 4-foot griffin 
is perched upon english ivy, next to 
a wizard and life-sized mermaid. 
The show, which runs from 45 June 
until 9 September, is a showcase of 
local talent. 

Mediums range from metal to 
polished wood to terra cotta, and 


each of the four pyramids follow a 
different theme. 

The Temperate environment is 
also fantasy-based, while the Arid 
and Tropical pyramids feature a 
variety of abstract pieces. Although 
the exhibit is meant to focus on 
von Gaza, the works of the other 
individuals are comparable to her 
paper maché masterpieces. Two 
who particularly make an impres- 
sion are William Purnell and 
Joanna Drummond. Purnell cre- 
ated a wall of lips, and Drummond 
has a number of pieces made of 
metal that focus on birds. 

The show is very impressive, 
although some pieces get lost in 
surrounding foliage, and the dis- 
tance between display and viewer 
created by intricate beds of plants 
can be frustrating for the more 
detail-craving observers in the 
crowd. 

The combination of scent and 
visual display appeals to both sight 
and smell, and the jungle-like set- 
ting of the show immerses the 
spectator in an entire artistic expe- 
rience, instead of just providing 
something to look at. 


Old-fashioned creep-fest will save horror

With this summer's release of 
writer/director Victor Salva’s 
Jeepers Creepers, horror fans will 
appreciate a much needed updat- 
ing of contemporary horror, as well 
as an honest attempt at bringing 
more traditional terror back to the 
theatres. While Jeepers Creepers 
is not devoid of problems, it is a 
refreshing change of pace from the 
habitual teen-driven rubbish that 
we have come to expect from this 
genre. 

Two siblings, played by fresh 
faces Justin Long and Gina Phillips, 
are driving home from college 
through a remote stretch of rural 
countryside when they are tor- 
mented by a mysterious truck-driv- 
ing madman who attempts to run 
them off the road. Later, further 
down the highway, the two pass 
an old churchyard where the truck 
driver is throwing what looks like 
human bodies wrapped in sheets 
down an old rusty pipe. The broth- 
er’s conscience forces him back to 
the pipe to investigate. Accidentally 
falling in, he finds himself in a 
nightmarish cellar full of dead 
bodies that appear to have under- 
gone some sort of ghastly surgery. 
Eventually the brother and sister 
conclude that the murderer is not 
human, but some kind of hideous 
demon-like monster that comes out 
every 23 years to feed. 

One of the most important ele- 
ments of Salva’s fright-fest is the 
way that established rules of the 
genre are altered, showing a seem- 
ingly obvious dissatisfaction with 
the present state of the horror film. 
The plot avoids clichés, such as 
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You'd probably hide in the dark too if you had this guy’s skin. 


instead of having the car refuse 
to start in moments of high ten- 
sion, it simply will not go into gear, 
with the sound of grinding metal to 
heighten the viewer's anxiety. 

Another welcome aspect of the 
film is that is that the predictable 
self-referential ironic humor that 
has been flattening the true terror 
in the current fright flick since the 
release of Scream in 1995 is kept 
to a minimum. It remains obvious 
that Jeepers Creepers is making a 
legitimate attempt at keeping the 
scares real and firm in a way that 
is characteristic of horror cine- 
ma’s turn around in the late six- 
ties and early seventies—a time 
when these films were not con- 
cerned with being safe for mass 
teen audiences. 

On the down side, Jeepers 
Creepers encounters some stylistic 
interference in its awkward transi- 
tion from subtle mystery to all out 
monster mayhem. This transfor- 
mation gives the film a confusing 
duality and interrupts the intensity 
that comes from not knowing any- 
thing about the villain. The viewer 
then uses less of their imagination 
to conjure their own fears about 
the impending horrors. However, 
effects artist Brian Penikas does 
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go to great lengths to create a 
convincing and interesting rubber 
monster suit without the use of 
superfluous computer animation. 

While ambiguity is often used to 
add to the atmosphere, it ends 
up leaving plot holes that make 
the action confusing. We are never 
told where the monster came from, 
why it does what it does, or why 
it only does this every 23 years. 
Furthermore, the monster often 
acts contrary to its previous behav- 
iour, such as in one sequence when, 
in a misguided attempt to give 
the villain a sense of humour, the 
monster whistles the song “Jeepers 
Creepers” shortly after beheading 
a cop. However, despite these. dis- 
crepancies the film is able to show 
the maker's consistent love for the 
horror genre through its simplicity. 

One can only hope-that this sum- 
mer’s release of Jeepers Creepers, 
as well as the May release of the 
brilliant Canadian Werewolf opus, 
Ginger Snaps will mark the end; or 
at least a reduction in horror that 
can't take its scares seriously. It 
is finally starting to appear that 
pictures such as these will mark 
a new wave of thoughtful scary 
movies that are intent on bringing 
the genre back to its roots.

A Night of Bedlam, a show that 
features three new plays by three 
Edmontonian _ playwright/actors, 
will help lift your spirits with an 
unusually light-hearted take on a 
serious topic. 

All three productions deal with 
one theme: insanity. Though the 
topic of insanity can be uncomfort- 
able for some, it is worth mention- 
ing that all of the productions were 
both entertaining and thought-pro- 
voking. 

The first play, entitled Dear 
Penthouse, is about a young man 


whose neurotic personality pushes 
him to stalk a young woman 
because she stole some photo booth 
pictures that belonged to him. 
Dreams involving a talking lizard 
and Beach Boys music serve to 
accurately portray the main char- 
acter’s psychological problems. 
Collin Doyle's endearing portrayal 
of a thoroughly eccentric charac- 
ter evoked waves of both laughter 
and shock. 

The second play is an Office 
Space-esque production called 
Workspace. The animated and 
energetic performance by Mike D 
Thompson was perfect for this 
story about an office worker's mis- 
sion to deliver an important report 
to the boardroom. 

His subsequent firing as a result 
of the report's lateness spawns a 
hilarious sequence of events that 
anyone who has ever worked in an 
office or read Dilbert can appreci- 
ate. Some hilarious portrayals by 
the supporting cast definitely made 
this play the highlight of the eve- 
ning. 

That's not to say that the final 
show of the evening was sub-par— 


quite the opposite, in fact. Centre 
of Attention was a rousing way 
to cap off the evening. As James 
Hamilton's character recounted 
what led to a strange revelation 
and the eventual construction of 
a giant tower on his roof, I found 
myself along with other audience 
members laughing out loud at the 
absurdity of his tales. A minor 
lighting problem in the beginning 
was soon forgotten as Hamilton's 
humourous performance overshad- 
owed any glitch with his spastic 
and constant gyrations. 

Although each play was laden 
with humorous innuendo and 
clever anecdotes, they each con- 
tain dark elements. Doyle's 
character's stalking problem in 
Dear Penthouse, the blunt frank- 
ness of Thompson's character in 
Workspace, and the psychological 
imbalance present in Hamilton's 
character in Centre of Attention are 
all sobering reminders that the 
world is full of individuals whose 
pathological thinking can manifest 
itself as a terrible violation of other 
peoples’ rights, lifestyles and atti- 
tudes.

Have you ever heard of a musi- 
cal.ensemble that includes a tabla, 
a violin, and'a:saxophone? A group 
that includes such diverse instru- 
ments does indeed exist-— they are 
called Uday: East-West Fusion 

As the name suggests, East-West 
fusion combines musical influ- 
ences from many Eastern and 


Western countries to create a dis- 
tinctive musical style. 

Uday Ramdas Deshpande will 
be playing the tabla on Saturday 
night. The tabla is a set of two 
drums, one smaller and with a 
body made of solid wood, and,the 
other larger and with a body made 
of copper, brass or bronze. This 
particular type of drum is native to 
India and a staple of Indian music. 

He confirms that, just like the 
music, the group of people per- 
forming is also diverse. Deshpande 
explains that they are made up 
of, “all kinds of people—there are 
Canadian people doing the music 
and some Indian people also there 


too. It’s mixed up.” 

He also admits that the group 
doesn't come close to covering a 
fraction of the styles that they could 
because each culture encompasses 
so many genres. He points out that 
East-West Fusion only. works with 
classicalsmusic, so don’t expect 
to see hardcore heavy metal com- 
bined with Japanese pop or any- 
thing else too contemporary. 

Nevertheless, a tabla, a violin, 
and a saxophone do make for 
an exotic combination. So, if you 
are interested in seeing what sort 
of music these instruments make 
when they are combined, this is 
the show to check out.

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Winter Kill laughable at best

Winter Kill is a cheese-ball 
slasher flic that is, ironically, fan- 
tastic because it fails in every way 
possible—and therfore succeeds. 

This film fulfills all the criteria 
for being so good, it’s bad: the 
actors miss their lines and have 
laughably fake accents, the plot 
is driven by clichéd twists and 
turns that a four-year-old would 
find stale, and the editing could 
be improved by feeding the film 
through a grain thresher. 

Believe it or not, Gilbert Allan, 
the director of this farce, may have 
attempted to catapult himself into 
the company of Canadian film- 
markers like Atom Egoyan and 
David Cronenburg. He tried, at 
first, to make an art-house film, 


exploring the duality of human 
nature by superimposing the open- 
ing credits on alternating images 
set in positive and negative prints. 
Immediately following the dra- 
matic and moving white-to-black- 
to-white-again credits, Allan lets 
the camera linger upon the deso- 
late, snow-covered wasteland that 
is central Alberta, meditating upon 
the desolation of the human soul. 
This shot is requisite for any “seri- 
ous” Canadian director. He has 
done his homework. 

At this point, however, Allan 
seems to go professionally nuts, 
as he throws in the directorial 
towel. When a cardboard prop that 
(I think) is supposed to be a deer 
pops its head out from behind a 
tree, it quickly becomes obvious 
where this movie is headed. The 
camcorder-quality of the “film” 
doesn't slow its decent into 
schmaltz, either. 

The cheerleading sequence that 
follows was shot in Calgary's 
Archbishop McNalley high school. 
Chances are, the production team 
didn't get permission from the school 
before shooting a brief shower scene 


in the locker room. Rather than 
being titillating, the sight of ama- 
tuer and awkward actors showering 
nude is creepier than a bikini car- 
wash at a senior’s home. 

In a sentence, this is the plot: the 
cheerleaders take a bus to a com- 
petition, but when the bus breaks 
down the cheer team is first res- 
cued and then shot and eaten by 
some country bumpkins. 

Aside from the first five and final 
thirty minutes of the film, this flick 
feels like the opening sequence of 
a porn extended to the length of a 
full hour. In the final thirty minutes 
the film does an about-face and 
becomes a slasher flick. Imagine a 
mix of Richard Connell's The Most 
Dangerous Game and the canaba- 
listic film Alive. 

See Winter Kill to revel in its 
trashiness. Throw popcorn at the 
screen, laugh at the stupidly obvi- 
ous dialogue and root for the 
bad guys as they indiscriminately 
hack the teenagers to bloody and 
deserved deaths. Violence is beauty 
when it's inflicted on actors who 
have butchered their roles to a 
heap of cinematic incompetence.
